Quickly Don Silk 
Hats and 
Parisian Garments, But Are 
Unable to Get Champagne. 


New York.—Ebon-hued natives of 
darkest San Salvador, wearing the 
finest and filmiest of Parisian lingerie 
and high silk hats, helped salvage the 
Commonwealth and Dominion liner 
Port Kembla off W atling’s Island, ac­ 
cording to the strange tale brought 
here by sixty-eight 
rescued sailors 
who were taken from the shipwrecked 
vessel by the United F ruit liner Ma­ 
ra vi. 
The chemises, step-ins, teddy bears 
and slips in which the natives, men 
and women, hid their black hides as 
they gleefully helped to lighten the 
Port Kembla after the steam er went 
on the rocks were part of a cargo 
which had been intended for the ex­ 
clusive women’s shops of New Zea­ 
land. 
Pianos, 
motorcycles, 
automobiles 
and radio sets were among the Port 
Kembla’s 
cargo, 
and 
these 
were 
thrown overboard, seized and taken 
ashore by the delighted natives. 
Volunteers Pound Piano 
The rescued sailors 
told 
of one 
piano, water-soaked hut musical to 
the native ear, which was set up on 
the beach within view of the stranded 
vessel and pounded upon by volun­ 
teer performers. 
Most im portant of all, the Port 
Kemhln carried a cargo of $100,000 
worth of champagne. 
At the time 
when 
the 
sixty-eight sailors were 
taken aiT, the captain and eleven of 
the crew who remained abroad the 
vessel had not sacrificed this part of 
the cargo in the interests of lighten­ 
ing their craft, but the natives were 
waiting with avidity. 
The Port Kembla went on a rocky 
reef off W atling’s Island and Copt. 
C. Vandenberg was forced to send out 
a radio call for help. 
This was an­ 
swered by the United 
F ruit liner, 
which went 270 miles out of its course 
to the stricken steam er’s aid. 
W at­ 
ling’s Island is off the coast of San 
Salvador. 
A wrecking tug, the Killeryig, also 
was summoned, and attem pted to pull 
the Port Kembla from the reef, hut 
at tho time the Mavari left the island 
it was feared th at the steam er, of 
11,600 gross tons, valued at $4,000,000, 
would be a total loss. 
Induce Natives to Help 
When Capt. Vandenberg first found 
himself on the reef, he induced the 
natives of W atling’s Island to help 
lighten the vessel. 
They came willingly, wearing beads 
and smiles, hut when they left each 
man and woman had a high hat from 
London, and chiefs 
were disputing 
with their women over the wearing 
of ribboned lingerie direct from Paris. 
As the crated pianos, automobiles 
and motorcycles were thrown over­ 
board, the natives 
propelled 
these 
ashore, smashed oper the crates and 
set up their exhibits on the beach. 
Each time the “salvagers” returned 
to the Port Kembla they inquired: 
“How 
soon 
throw 
over 
bubble 
drink.” 
But (aptain Vandenberg was still
